Figures up to 1959-60, represent totals derivéd where possible from annual 
factory returns. It should be noted that for somé factories’annual réturns are 
accepted for a period other than the normal financial year ended June 30th. 


From July, 1960, onwards, figures are preliminary and subject to revision. 


The scope of the Bulletin will be widened from time to° time to include new 
sor cmte ts on as it becomes vault for Bublication.

"an establishment in which four or more persons are employed or where power
